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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the submission filed on 10/15/08. Claims 1-3, and 5-40 are 
presented for examination. 

Response to Arguments- Objections 

1 . Applicant's amendments with respect to claims 4-10 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The objections of claims 4-10 have been withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments - 35 USC §101 

2. Applicant's amendments with respect to claims 1-10 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-10 have been withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments- 35 USC § 103 

3. Applicant's amendments with respect to claims 1-40 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-40 have been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 5-6 and 32-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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5. Claims 5 and 6 are currently dependent upon canceled claim 4. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

6. Claim 32 is currently dependent upon claim 21 . However, claim 21 does not contain a 
recitation of "computer-readable instructions" as stated in the preamble of claim 32. It is 
believed that claim 32 is intended to depend from claim 31. All depending claims are rejected as 
well. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

7. Claims 3 1-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

8. Although claim 3 1 recites a computer-readable storage medium, the claim body and all 
depending claims are directed towards software instructions. Software per se is not considered to 
be statutory subject matter. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Jones and Zimmer teach a bimodal virtual device. However, these references and the 
remaining prior art of record in combination with the remaining elements and features of the 
claimed invention, fails to disclose or suggest "a second mode comprising an idealized mode, the 
idealized mode configured to send input/output instructions from a guest operating system to 
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a host operating system, the processor requiring a second amount of cycles to send the 
input/output instructions, the second amount of cycles lower than the first".
